In accordance with Title 5, United States Code, Section 552(a)(7)(E) 
information has been withheld which would disclose investigative techni- 
ques and procedures. 

Some deletions have been made pursuant to Title 5, United States Code, 
Section 552(b)(5) as matters that are inter-agency or intra-agency memo- 
randa, and others in accordance with Title 5, United States Code, Section 
552(b)(2) as information that pertains solely to the internal rules and 
practices of the agency. The citations of the above exemptions are not 
to be construed as the only exemptions which may be available under the 
Freedom of Information Act.
